NEWS FROM OUR
NATIONAL CAPITAL

President Has Tariff Situation
Well in Hand---Severely
Scores Lobby.

Washington. — President Wilson
feems to have the tariff situation well
In hand, mnotwithstanding repenated
murmurings among western democrat-
le senators, who have it in thelr power
to force material changes In the Un:
derwood bill, and unless there la a
change of heart at the White House,
the tariff law will be signed in sub-
stantinlly the shape In whieh it left
the house.

From time to time there Is spoecula-
tlon as to what might happen If a few
western democratic senntors, repre-
senting wool and sugar growing states,
should joln with the Loulsiuna sena
tors and form a combination to defeat
the sugar and wooi provisions of the
Underwood blll. Up to date it has
been impossible to induce any of the
senntors who have fgured In this spec-
ulation to declare themselves publicly
on the bill, and thelr timidity leads to
the conclusion that they will content
themselves by expressing thelr disap
proval of free wool and free sugar, and
will then vote for the bill

Lobbylists Scored.

President Wilson stirred Congres-
plonal cireles with an emphatic state
ment denouncing the “Industrious”
and “Insidious” lobby In Washington,
attempting to create public sentiment
agalnst certain features of the Under
wood tariff bill, This wns accepted
at the capitol as referring to the unus
unl efforts being made agalust free
raw wool and free sugar.

While the president was declaring
that the public should be relleved
“from tl_w Intolernble burden,” Ben
ators and Representatives were view-
ing on every hand the evidences of
the lobbylsts, and significance was At
tached to a statement by Hecretary
Simmons, chalrman of the finance
commities, that in his opinion the lob
bylsts were not making any headway.

Wheat to Go on Free List,

Following the statement by Benator
Willlams, of the finance sub-commit
tee, which has the agriculturnl sched
ule under consideration, that the duty
on lvestock and thelr products and
grains and thelr products would be
equalized, It was reported that the
commlittee had agreed to put wheat
on the free lat, along with wheat flour,
In the Underwood blll wheat Is given

duiy of 10 cents a bushel, while
wheat flour s free of duty. It also
wis reported thas the commlittes prob-
ably would recommend removal of
the 10 per cent duty on eattle, sheep,
and hogs In conformity to the free list-
ing of all fresh meats in the Under
wood bill

Insurance Feature Coming Up.

Sonator Willams' sub-committes
will take up the insurapce feature of
the Income tax section of the bill, An-
other matter to occupy this sub-com-
mittee will be the amendments to the
administrative features of the bill pro-
posed by Asslstant Attorney-General
Denison and Asslstant Becretary of the
Treasury Curtis. The amendments be-
ing seriously consldered are one o
glve the Becretary of the Treasury the
right to proelalm valuations on ad va
lorem goods and another to prohibit
attorneys taking up disputed cases on
a contingent fee basls.

Patent Monopoly Hit.

The socalled “patent monopoly”
which threatened to prevent cut rates
by retallers in all patented articles
on the market was destroyed by de
glslons of the supreme court of the
United States, The court held that
owners of patents do not recelve the
right by the patent law to control the
price at which retullers must sell to
consumers, The decislon In words ap-
plied only to & nerve tonic for which
A patent had been lasued, but will con-
trol all patented articles sold under
restrictions not to resell at cut rates,
Safety ruzors, talking machines and
thousands of other patented articles
are affected by the declsion.

National Capital Brevities.

President Wilson has dictated into
& talking machine a long speech that
will be ground out to 8§ tribes of In-
dians on 66 reservations on the tour
soon to be made by Dr. Joseph Dixon,
of Philadelphia, and Major MclLaugh
lin.

Emulating her precedent breaking
husband, Mra. Woodrow Wilson, wife
of the presldent addressed the wives
of the members of cougress at Hau-
scher's Hall Tuesday on the question
of Washington slums.

Senator Blmmous, chalrman of the
senate floance committes, made public
a lst of 29 questions relating to the
tariff prepared by majority members
of the committee which will be sent
to manufacturers of the country.
